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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-8, in the reply filed on 
8/29/07 is acknowledged. 

Claims 9-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 8/29/07. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,3-5 and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Brice et al. (US 2,713,593). Brice et al. disclose preparation of CF 3 OCF 2 CF 2 COOK 
(Column 5, lines 20-42). The said compound is prepared when the corresponding acid 
fluoride is treated with KOH. In column 2, lines 11-16, Brice et al disclose the utility of 
compounds of their invention as surface acting agents (surfactants). 

Claims 1, 3, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Moore et al. (US 5,476,974). Moore et al disclose a fluoroalkyl carboxylic acid 
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derivative C 6 F 13 OC 3 F 6 COOK in column 22, line 26. The said acid derivative meets the 
limitations of claim 6 when Rf 2 is CF 2 (n4 and n5 = 0), X 1 and X 2 are both F, n1 is 0, and 
Rf 1 is C 6 F 13 . 

Claim objections 

Claims 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-20 are pending. 
Claims 9-20 are withdrawn. 
Claims 1,3-8 are rejected. 
Claims 2 is objected to.
